At the Po llu tio n Co n tro l 
Bo ard hearin g, the EPA re­ 
q u ested that d ates by which 
grain han d lers are req u ired to 
ap p ly fo r o p eratin g p ermits be 
ex ten d ed fo r 18 mo n ths, u n til 
Dec. 1,19 74 . The p ermits, u n d er 
cu rren t Po llu tio n Co n tro l Bo ard 
p o licy , are d u e Ju n e 1 o f this 
y ear. 
The EPA requested the ex ­ 
tended dates because o f cur­ 
rent studies by a jo int EPA- 
g rain handling industry task 
fo rce. 
The task fo rce is wo rk in g o n 
p ro p o sals fo r n ew regu latio n s 
go v ern in g air p o llu tio n co n tro l 
eq u ip men t an d p ro ced u res to 
be u sed by grain elev ato rs an d 
o ther large grain han d lin g fa­ 
cilities.

19 5 6 to No v . 19 5 8 , when he resign ed to beco me chief d ep u ty 
sheriff u n d er Ro bert Bu rrs. 
He was o n e o f the o rgan izers o f the Dix o n Ru ral Fire 
Pro tectio n District an d was co mmissio n er o f the d istrict 
fro m 19 48 to 195 6.

NOVA IGUACU, Brazil (AP) 
— This suburb of Rio de Ja ­ 
neiro is fast gaining a reputa­ 
tion as one of the toughest 
towns in South America. 
Stories of crime and violence 
in Nova Iguacu appear almost 
daily in newspapers throughout 
Brazil. 
Some recent highlights: 
—Two armed men tried to 
hold up the fare collector on a 
city bus. Eighteen of the 20 
passengers pulled out guns, 
shot one of the robbers dead 
and wounded the other. 
—A truck driver called for 
help after a daylight stickup. 
Passersby converged on the 
fleeing gunman and beat him to 
death.

I his action seeks damages resulting from 
alleged violations by the defendants of cer­ 
tain provisions of the antitrust laws. It is 
alleged in substance that during the period 
1958-196b the defendants conspired to re­ 
strain trade and commerce in the manufac­ 
ture and sale of quinine, quinidine and other 
cinchona products. It is further alleged that 
as a result of this conspiracy purchasers of 
such products have been compelled to pay 
higher prices than they otherwise would 
have paid. 
The defendants have denied the allega­ 
tions and have denied liability. 
On April 2, I ‘>73, certain of the defend­ 
ants, 
while denying liability, entered into 
a Stipulation of Settlement with the plaintiff 
class representative, a copy of which is 
available for inspection at the Office of the 
( lerk of the ( ourt, referred to below. Under 
that Stipulation of Settlement $723,000 plus 
the income earned thereon, less expenses of 
the settlement and such amount as the Court 
might allow in payment to plaintiffs at- 
toineys for their fees and expenses, would 
be paid to members ol the class hereinabove 
described in settlement of their claims 
against the settling defendants. The de­ 
fendants have the right to withdraw from 
the proposed settlement on certain terms 
and conditions as set forth in the Stipulation 
of Settlement. In the event the defendants 
exercise this option to withdraw, plaintiffs 
attorneys will have the right to petition the 
C ourt for an award from the settlement 
fund of their fees and expenses to that date. 
I lie class hereinabove described has been 
established by this Court for the purpose of 
administering the Stipulation of Settlement.

(8) No member of the class shall be en­ 
titled in any way to contest the approval of 
the terms and conditions of the Stipulation 
of Settlement, or. if approved, the judgment 
to be entered thereon, unless he has served 
and filed written objections in accordance 
with paragraph 7 above, and any member of 
the class who tails to object in the manner 
prescribed shall he deemed to have waived, 
and shall be foreclosed forever from raising 
any objections except by leave of court for 
good cause shown; and 


(9) If the proposed settlement of this ac­ 
tion is approved, it is contemplated that 
thereafter each class member who has filed 
a timely notice of intention to file a claim 
will be given an opportunity to file a claim 
and will thereafter be given an opportunity 
to be heard as to the allowance or disallow­ 
ance of its claim and as to the portion of the 
settlement fund, if any, to be allocated to 
its claim

People from all over Bra­ 
zil streamed into the city to 
find work in the prosperous Rio 
area. Public services could not 
keep pace with the uncontrolled 
and unexpected growth. 


As a result, Nova Iguacu to­ 
day lacks paved streets, piped- 
in drinking water, telephones, 
schools, hospitals and police 
protection. 
“ Nova Iguacu is an E l Do­ 
rado,” said Gonzaga, 47 , a t.hin, 
soft-spoken father of eight who 
has devoted nearly half his life 
to police work. “ Where there is 
progress, there is crime. Crimi­ 
nals are attracted to Nova 
Iguacu like moths to light.” 
“ You’d need the entire Bra­ 
zilian army to get rid of all the 
crooks here,” the chief said. 
Gonzaga’s force is made up 
of about 100 inspectors and pa­ 
trolmen and seven police ve­ 
hicles. Most of the latter are 
usually in the repair shop. 


When citizens come to Nova 
Iguacu police headquarters to 
file a complaint, sometimes the 
only way they get an officer to 
investigate is to take him to the 
scene of the crime in a taxi. 
The complainant must pay the 
cab fare. 
The police station in one dis­ 
trict of the city, called Queim- 
ados, population 200,000, has no 
telephone. “ If something impor­ 
tant happens in Queimados, the 
assistant chief there comes 
over here and tells me,” Gon­ 
zaga said.

Recently he warned teachers 
that ov er 700,000 South Carolina 
adults and high schoolers are so 
deficient in reading skill that 
they rate only 7th grade or less. 
And South Carolina is far 
more literate than Chicago, 
which has an ev en greater total 
p op ulation! 
In fact, millions of Americans 
are such p oor readers that they 
can’t p ass the written Driv er’s 
Tests at our auto license 
bureaus, excep t with the sp e­ 
cial aid and coaching of the 
tactful directors thereof! 
“About 75 p er cent of all 
school children in the nation,” 
added Dr. Gray, “suffer some 
significant 
reading 
defi­ 
ciency.” 
Alas, in some of our Chicago 
high schools, we hav e students 
who are receiv ing dip lomas 
from Senior High School, who 
can’t ev en read a p rimer! 
And they are not of foreign 
birth or literate in French, 
Sp anish or other languages. 
No; they are total illiterates, 
yet they hav e been p ushed 
through 12 years of grammar 
and high school (at taxp ayers 
exp ense), 
yet 
can’t ev en 
decip her the balloons in the 
comic strip s of this newsp ap er! 
Although we tend to boast 
about our sup erb educational 
achiev ements, as ev idenced by

And the “horse” (or motor) 
of our entire educational m a­ 
chine is easy, facile reading 
skill! 
Abraham Lincoln showed 
that once an ambitious boy can 
read, he can teach himself law, 
economics, medicine or any 
other college course. 
The famous “Bird Man of 
Alcatraz” is thus a modern 


examp le of how a non-college 
p erson, with good reading 
ability, can become a world re­ 
nowned ornithologist (bird 
exp ert). 
At p resent, our p ublic schools 
are draining off far more taxes 
annually than the Pentagon! 
Alas, TV is help ing make an 
illiterate 
nation 
out 
of 
Americans. 
For TV IS CAUSING KID­

Lt. Gen. Kriangsak Chaman- 
dand, the Thai deputy chief of 
staff, m ade the statem ent in re­ 
sponse to a rep ort by Hanoi R a­ 
dio that the United States in­ 
tends to introduce Thai troops 
into the Cambodian fighting. 
Kriangsak said nothing, how­ 
ev er, about the possibility of 
Cambodia’s being helped by 
Thai “v olunteers” lik e the thou­ 
sands of Thai troops the United 
States hired to fight for the 
Vientiane gov ernm ent in Laos.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Watergate scandal continues to 
boil after fresh reporls of ev i­ 
dence that the White House 
tried to cov er up the facts be­ 
hind the wiretapping. 
There were these new dev el­ 
opments; 
--Sources close to the Sen­ 
ate’s Watergate inv estigation 
said President Nixon surely 
was aware of a cov erup, and 
that ev idence indicates top 
presidential aides H.R. Halde­ 
man and John Ehrlichman par­ 
ticipated in the cov erup. 
—A lawyer for Nixon’s cam­ 
paign finance committee gav e 
court officials three cartons of 
secret campaign spending 
records which had been with­ 
held in apparent v iolation of an 
agreement to furnish them last 
Nov ember. He said they in­ 
clude payroll records contain­ 
ing the names of two of the Wa­ 
tergate conspirators. 
—Transcripts of testimony 
before the Watergate grand 
jury quoted conv icted wiretap­ 
per James W. McCord Jr. as 
saying under oath that he had 
been offered executiv e clemen­ 
cy if he would remain silent 
about the conspiracy and serv e 
more than a year in jail. 
—White House spok esman 
Gerald Warren again denied 
that Nixon had adv ance k nowl­ 
edge of plans for wiretapping 
Democratic headquarters last 
June. 
The Senate sources Monday 
declined to go into detail about 
ev idence of a cov erup, but said 
the operation included “at­ 
tempts to pressure other offi­ 
cials in the gov ernment to go 
along.” 
The sources said these other 
officials included rank ing mem­ 
bers of the Justice Department 
and of the FBI. 
Ehrlichman and Haldeman, 
whom the sources said ap­ 
peared to be part of the cov ­ 
erup operation, hav e hired a 
lawyer to represent them in the 
Watergate case. 
The sources said there are in­ 
dications that Nixon found out 
about the raid on the Demo­ 
crats’ Watergate offices only 
after it took place, but was 
aware earlier that his cam­ 
paign included a political-es­ 
pionage operation. 
Recently Haldeman told a 
group of Republican congress­ 
men that he had set up such an 
operation, but that it was sup­ 
posed to include purely legal 
tactics such as clipping news­ 
papers and recording speeches 
by the other side. 
Records that might shed 
some light on the size and pur­ 
pose of this Haldeman oper­ 
ation were giv en to the clerk of 
the U.S. District Court Monday 
by Daniel Webster Coon, a law­ 
yer for the Finance Committee 
to Re-elect the President. 
The documents cov er secret 
campaign spending for 1971 and 
early 1972. They will be k ept 
under lock and k ey, av ailable 


only to lawyers for the Nixon 
campaign and the citizens’ 
group Common Cause, pending 
settlement of a lawsuit to force 
public disclosure of the secret 
campaign finances. 
In the cov erup matter, the 
Senate sources said part of the 
ev idence pointing to a White 
House whitewash was testi­ 
mony that wiretapper McCord 
had giv en to the Senate Water­ 
gate inv estigating committee. 
McCord told the committee 
he had been offered executiv e 
clemency if he would k eep qui­ 
et about others in the affair, 
the Senate sources said. 


McCord later told a federal 
grand jury the same thing, ac­ 
cording to a transcript of his 
testimony furnished by colum­ 
nist Jack Anderson at the re­ 
quest of The Associated Press. 
Anderson’s material appears to 
be genuine. Chief U.S. District 
Court Judge John J. Sirica 
Monday ordered an inv estiga­ 
tion to determine where he ob­ 
tained it. Prosecutors already 
had ask ed the FBI to in­ 
v estigate Anderson’s source. 


According to the transcript, 
McCord testified that co-con­ 
spirator Howard Hunt told him 
in mid-September: “They are 
talk ing about our going off to 
jail for a period of time and 
they are tak ing care of our 
families while we’re going (sic) 
and then we’d be rehabilitated 
after we get out.”

food, water 
Ogle Cou nty area residents 
were warned Satu rday to be­ 
ware of p ossible contamination 
of water and food su p p lies after 
the flood. “Wells hav e been 
flooded and we know they will 
be p ollu ted,” said Dr. Dav id 
Stev ens, cou nty health admin­ 
istrator. “That’s the p roblem 
the p u blic health dep artment 
faces.” 
‘‘We are adv ising p eop le to 
boil their water u ntil they can 
hav e their water tested. They 
can p ick u p water bottles at the 
Ogle Cou nty Health Dep art­ 
ment. They shou ld be su re to 
drain the tap s well by letting 
the water ru n for fiv e minu tes, ” 
Stev ens said. “Then flame the 
tap by p assing a lighted candle 
u nder it and ru n the water into 
a sterile bottle.” 
Analy sis of the water will 


take ap p rox imately a week, de­ 
p ending u p on the work load at 
the lab. 
“We want to be su re food is 
cleaned or discarded, if it was 
contam inated,” 
he 
said. 
“Canned food, if containers 
were contaminated bu t seals 
were not broken, shou ld be 
cleaned with chlorine solu tions. 
If su ch containers are not 
cleaned, the food inside cou ld 
be contaminated throu gh con­ 
tact with the ou tside of the con­ 
tainers,” he said. 
“When all water has com­ 
p letely receded, health dep art­ 
ment p ersonnel will giv e in­ 
stru ctions for chlorinating 
wells. 
“If fu rther adv ise or assist­ 
ance is needed, residents may 
call the Ogle Cou nty Health De­ 
p artment.”

The Arab p loy to imp licate the 
United States in Israel’s raid on Pal­ 
estinian gu errilla headq u arters in 
Beiru t, Leb anon, is q u ite in keep ing 
with their b ehav ior throu ghou t the 
generation-long conflict in the Mid­ 
dle E ast. 
Unab le or u nwilling to accep t re- 
sp onsab ility , the Arab s continu e to 
b lame ev ery one b u t themselv es for 
their setb acks. 
It was not the Israelis’ determ i­ 
nation to su rv iv e in the face of at­ 
temp ts to driv e them “into the sea” 
that was resp onsib le for Arab defeat 
in 194 8, and defeat in ev ery military 
showdown since then. It has nev er 
b een Arab shortcomings or Arab 
mistakes. No, it is alway s the fau lt of 
some ou tside p ower, u su ally the 
United States. 
This detachment from reality 
was distressingly ob v iou s in the re­ 
marks made b y Egy p tian Foreign 
Minister Mohammed el Say y at as he 
p au sed in Home on his way to the 
United Nations.

atic p olicy method b y the Palestini­ 
an fanatics in their midst. 
Nev ermind that the Israeli raid 
was not directed against innocent ci­ 
v ilians or athletes or dip lomats b u t 
was an inev itab le reaction in self-de­ 
fense against those who descended 
to assassination and terror in the 
first p lace. 
Eq u ally distressing is the b ehav ­ 
ior of the Sov iet Union in the U.N. 
Desp ite recent mov es toward a de­ 
tente with the United States and ris­ 
ing hop es that the cold war was a 
thing of the p ast, the Sov iets hav e 
rev ealed themselv es to b e at the 
same old stand still dealing in the 
same old shoddy goods. 
As for the Chinese, withou t whose 
p articip ation we were told the Unit­ 
ed Nations cou ld nev er b e an effec­ 
tiv e force for p eace, they hav e u sed 
the deb ate as an op p ortu nity to score 
p oints against b oth the United States 
and the U.S.S.H. 
As U.S. amb assador to the U.N., 
John Seali, said, Arab charges 
against the United States are the 
same “b ig lie” techniq u e once p rac­ 
ticed so well b y the Nazis. 
The tragedy is that the Arab s 
fu lly b eliev e the lie and are thu s set­ 
ting the stage for more b loody con­ 
frontations with Israel and more set­ 
b acks—which, of cou rse, will again 
b e ev ery b ody ’s fau lt b u t their own. 
Most blindness 
unnecessary 


At least 4 4 2,(K)0 Americans are 
b lind and an additional 35,000 will 
lost* their ey esight b y the end of 
197 3 half of them u nnecessarily . 
Statistics comp iled b y the Na­ 
tional Society for the Prev ention of 
Blindness indicate that half the na­ 
tion’s sightless cou ld hav e p rev ented 
their b lindness if p rop er medical 
care had b een institu ted b y p eriodic 
ex aminations or when sy mp toms of 
trou b le ap p eared. 
According to Virginia Boy ce, the 
society ’s ex ecu tiv e director, 50 p er 
cent of all b lindness is du e to dis­ 
ease, accident, neglect or ignorance. 
Cataract is the leading cau se. Its 
only known cu re is su rgery , b u t 
more than 95 p er cent of op erations 
are safe and su ccessfu l. 
No. 2 is glau coma, which at this 
moment threatens nearly 
1 ,8(H),(KM) 
Americans 35 y ears of age or older 
b u t which for the most p art can b e 
controlled if discov ered and treated 
in its early stages. 
The greatest danger with glau co­ 
ma is that most v ictims don’t know 
they hav e it. They can v ery gradu al­ 
ly lost* their sight withou t p ain or 
other sy mp toms. 
Cu rrently , the standard ex ami­ 


nation for glau coma u ses a tonome­ 
ter, a small instru ment which the 
op hthalmologist, a p hy sician sp e­ 
cializing in the ey es, p laces b riefly 
on each ey eb all to measu re p ressu re 
inside the ey e. The ey es first need to 
b e nu mb ed with a drop or two of ane- 
st hetic. 
A major imp rov ement on this 
techniq u e is a noncontact tonometer 
inv ented b y Dr. Bernard Grolman, a 
scientist with the American Op tical 
Corp . of Framingham, Mass. 
This ex tremely delicate electron­ 
ic instru ment measu res ey e p res­ 
su re b y directing a q u ick, slight 
p u lse of air and does not tou ch the 
ey e. It is rep ortedly as accu rate as 
the contact tonometer, works mu ch 
faster, cau ses no discomfort to the 
p atient and can b e op erated b y a 
technician rather than a p hy sician, 
thu s making it easier and less ex ­ 
p ensiv e to giv e large grou p s of p eo­ 
p le glau coma ex aminations. 
A nu mb er of state and local Soci­ 
eties for the Prev ention of Blindness 
will condu ct mass screenings in the 
coming y ear u sing the noncontact 
tonometer. Potential glau coma v ic­ 
tims will Ik* adv ised to consu lt an 
op hthalmologist.

1 4th Amendment foundation 
of constitutional revolution

The cu rrent q u arrel ab ou t wheth­ 
er Congress or the President has p ri­ 
mary au thority to set sp ending p oli­ 
cies of the Federal gov ernment is 
called a “constitu tional crisis.” It is 
not a mere crisis b u t p art of a rev o­ 
lu tion. 
The fou ndation for a constitu tion­ 
al rev olu tion (to destroy constitu ­ 
tional gov ernment in the United 
States 
b y eliminating all 
fix ed 
meaning from ou r Constitu tion) was 
laid in 1868 when the Fou rteenth 
Amendment was “adop ted.” The 
congressional resolu tion su b mitting 
this amendment to the states for ra t­ 
ification was not legally p assed b y 
Congress; and the amendment was 
not legally ratified b y three-fou rths 
of the states; b u t Congress intim i­ 
dated the Secretary of State into 
p roclaiming the amendment rati­ 
fied. 
Ostensib ly , the sole p u rp ose of 
the Fou rteenth Amendment was to 
gu arantee freedom for Negroes, a 
gu arantee which had already b een 
accomp lished b y the Thirteenth 
Amendment; b u t for many y ears, 
not one cou rt case inv olv ing Negroes 
was initiated u nder the Fou rteenth 
Amendment. Immediately after its 
adop tion, howev er, p ersons who 
wished to av oid effects of certain 


state laws, and centralists who 
wished to destroy states’ rights and 
transfer all gov ernmental p ower in 
Washington, b egan to initiate feder­ 
al cou rt cases contending that the 
Fou rteenth Amendment had radi­ 
cally altered the p olitical sy stem of 
the United States. This contention 
rested mainly on one clau se in the 
Fou rteenth Amendment, which p ro­ 
v ides: “ . . . nor shall any State de­ 
p riv e any p erson of life, lib erty , or 
p rop erty , withou t du e p rocess of 
law .” 
That clau se is an adap tation of a 
clau se in the Fifth Amendment, 
which say s: “No p erson shall . . . b e 
dep riv ed of life, lib erty , or p rop erty , 
withou t du e p rocess of law .” 
The difference b etween these two 
clau ses is p rofou nd. The p rohib itions 
in the Fifth Amendment (as in all of 
the first 10 Amendments which con­ 
stitu te the American Bill of Rights) 
are against the federal gov ernment 
only . 
For ex amp le, 
the Second 
Amendment say s “The right of the 
p eop le to keep and b ear Arms shall 
not b e infringed.” This is an ab solu te 
p rohib ition 
against 
federal 
fire- 
arms-control laws, b u t it leav es 
state and local gov ernments free to 
enact any kind of firearms-control 
that state constitu tions p ermit. Sim­ 
ilarly , the First Amendment say s 
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"I'm looking for LIBERATIO N, for FULFILLMENT! And 
what do I get?— 'Take a letter, Ms. Smith'." 
Nixon, Sinatra's image

WASHINGTON (K FS)— The 
Nix on Administration is making a 
delib erate attem p t to refu rb ish the 
p olitical credentials of the contro­ 
v ersial entertainer Frank Sinatra. 
Both President Richard Nix on 
and Vice President Sp iro Agnew are 
ignoring adv ice from nerv ou s su p ­ 
p orters to drop the famou s singer. 
The President inv ited Sinatra to 
p erform at the White Hou se last 
week and was ov erheard to make a 
golfing date with him for Ju ly . The 
Vice President has p u b licly defend­ 
ed his friendship with Sinatra and 
ap p ears to b e as chu mmy with him 
as in the p ast. 
Sinatra p lans to sp end a great 
deal of time in this city du ring the 
su mmer months, which he has nev er 
b efore done. He will stay in a taste­ 
fu lly fu rnished mansion which is the 
residence of Agnew assistant Peter 
Malatesta. And he intends to b e v isi­ 
b le on the city ’s gossip p y social 
scene. 
So far, so good. 
A few months ago, Sinatra’s 
name was mu d in Rep u b lican p oliti­ 
cal circles. Coy ly written news stor­ 
ies dep icted him as romp ing reck­ 
lessly in the Palm Sp rings su nshine 
with Agnew. His ob scene ou tb u rst at 
social colu mnist Max ine Cheshire 
du ring Inau gu ral festiv ities resu r­ 
rected old sp ecu lation ab ou t his p ri­ 
v ate b ehav ior p atterns and his asso­ 
ciations with q u estionab le u nder­ 
world figu res. 
Sev eral White Hou se adv isers 
u rged the President to cancel the 
tentativ e p lans for a Sinatra p er­ 
formance and to order Agnew not to 
b e seen again in p u b lic with Sinatra. 
The p ressu re mou nted to the p oint 
where Agnew associates finally b e­ 
gan assu ring concerned ou tsiders 
that Agnew had p ersonally ex am ­ 
ined Ju stice Dep artment files deal­ 
ing with Sinatra’s alleged connec­ 
tions with Mafia leaders. They add­ 
ed that Agnew had also discu ssed 
the m atter with Sinatra, who had ex ­ 
p lained that “nearly ev ery b ody in 
show b u siness” was acq u ainted with 
some u nderworld figu res, b ecau se 
they were inv olv ed in the night clu b 
b u siness. The Agnew aides said the 


Vice President had conclu ded there 
was no reason to reject either Sina­ 
tra ’s friendship or his hosp itality . 
(A decade ago, ap p arently on the 
b asis of similar Ju stice Dep artment 
files, Attorney General Rob ert Ken­ 
nedy 
p ersu aded 
President 
John 
Kennedy to stop socializing with Si­ 
natra, althou gh the singer had cam ­ 
p aigned for Kennedy in 1960 and 
starred at his Inau gu ral gala.) 
Sinatra’s p olitical comeb ack here 
last week went off well. The stage 
for the new Sinatra image was set at 
a fashionab le p arty giv en b y Mala­ 
testa two ev enings b efore the White 
Hou se p erformance. 


The p ress, with which Sinatra has 
had so mu ch trou b le, was not av oid­ 
ed. In fact, the p ress was actu ally 
cu ltiv ated. Ap p rox imately half of 
the gu est list consisted of newsp ap er 
writers, colu mnists, telev ision com­ 
mentators and telev ision ex ecu tiv es. 
Many were of a conserv ativ e p hilos­ 
op hy , b u t not all. 
Sinatra was a p ictu re of sob riety 
and civ ility . There was no sign of the 
fam ou s tem p er. He circu lated 
among the crowd as thou gh he felt as 
mu ch at home in p olitical Washing­ 
ton as in more familiar show b u si­ 
ness hau nts. 


He told this colu mnist he is con­ 
sidering coming ou t of retirement 
soon to make one more record, p os­ 
sib ly a collection of b allads written 
esp ecially for him. Bu t he will not 
change his mind ab ou t p u b lic p er­ 
formances, ex cep t those req u ested 
b y Presidents; he treasu res his p ri­ 
v acy and does not miss singing. He 
claims he does not ev en sing in the 
shower or for his own amu sement 
any more. 
One amiab le ap p earance does not 
wip e ou t y ears of controv ersy . Bu t 
Sinatra clearly hop es to estab lish a 
new, more fav orab le image and the 
White Hou se seems p rep ared to help 
the p roject along. 
This is a celeb rity -consciou s 
town, and Sinatra will b e its b iggest 
su p erstar in residence (some of the 
time any way ) this su mmer. The new 
image w ill u ndou b tedly b e tested u n­ 
der close scru tiny .

that the federal “Congress shall 
make no law resp ecting an estab ­ 
lishment of religion . . .,” b u t leav es 
state legislatu res u nrestrained to 
enact any religion-related laws tol­ 
erab le to the constitu tions and p eo­ 
p le of the states. 
Inasm u ch as the Fou rteenth 
Amendment ab sorb ed one clau se 
from the Bill of Rights, making it a 
p rohib ition against state, as well as 
against federal, action, centralists 
argu ed that the Fou rteenth Amend­ 
ment ab sorb ed the entire Bill of 
Rights. By this interp retation, the 
Bill of Rights (intended to limit fed­ 
eral p ower) b ecame a v ast, new 
sou rce of federal p ower ov er state 
gov ernments. For more than 30 
y ears, the U.S. Su p reme Cou rt de­ 
nied this interp retation of the Fou r­ 
teenth Amendment, holding that it 
did not ab sorb the Bill of Rights and 
did not, therefore, giv e federal 
cou rts au thority to rev iew enact­ 
ments of state legislatu res and deci­ 
sions of state cou rts. Rep eatedly , the 
U.S. Su p reme Cou rt asserted that 
federal cou rts had no au thority to 
ov ertu rn state laws, no m atter how 
u nju st or onerou s those laws might 
b e. For p rotection against ab u ses b y 
state legislatu res, Su p reme Cou rt 
ju stices said, the p eop le mu st resort 
to the p olls, not to federal cou rts; 


and the Ju stices warned that the 
ev ils which wou ld arise from u su r­ 
p ation b y federal cou rts of p ower to 
rev iew state laws wou ld far ex ceed 
any ev ils that cou ld come from b ad 
state legislation. 
The Su p reme Cou rt’s stand on 
this p osition b egan to weaken at the 
tu rn of the centu ry ; and in 1905, the 
Cou rt made a 180 degree tu rn: It in­ 
v alidated a New York State law, on 
the grou nd that it was a b ad law, 
claiming federal ju risdiction u nder 
the Fou rteenth Amendment. That 
op ened the door for a fu ll-scale con­ 
stitu tional rev olu tion, which b egan 
in 1937 after Franklin D. Roosev elt 
had su cceeded in p acking the Su ­ 
p reme Cou rt with New Dealers. 


The p rincip al contrib u tion of the 
New Deal Cou rt to the constitu tional 
rev olu tion was its corru p tion of the 
p rincip le of Stare Decisis—an an­ 
cient doctrine holding that there can 
b e no stab ility in the law (hence no 
law-gov erned society ) if high cou rts 
cap riciou sly rev erse their own deci­ 
sion, thu s making it imp ossib le for 
citizens to know what the law is or 
what it req u ires of them. Between 
March 27 ,1937 , and Ju ne 14 ,194 3, the 
New Deal Cou rt rev ersed earlier 
Cou rt decisions on constitu tional 
q u estions in 14 different cases.

Rest areas and camp ing areas are 
already p rov ided along Rock Riv er 
for citizens of this state and other 
states to hav e the right of egress and 
ingress to the w ater either on foot or 
with their b oats. 
We are all against any b ill which 
forces u s as p rop erty owners wheth­ 
er we own one lot or acreage to p er­ 
mit the general p u b lic to enter u p on 
ou r p remises withou t ou r consent. 
We p ersonally own 120 acres of land 
in Grand Detou r Township , Ogle 
Cou nty , Illinois with nearly one-half 
mile of riv er front. Ou r deed states 
that we own the land to the w ater’s 
edge. Any one owning real estate 
whether it b e a city lot in any city , a 
5 0-foot lot on any riv er b ank, or 
acreage along any riv er has the con­ 
trol, maintenance and su p erv ision of 
their p rop erty . Any one tresp assing 
on these p rop erties do so at their 
own risk. 
We ob ject to the state of Illinois 
interfering with this ownership , and 


the state shall hav e no right to dic­ 
tate how we maintain ou r p rop erty 
or tell u s owners that we are forced 
to p ermit the p u b lic to tresp ass at 
will. 
The general p u b lic has no regard 
for the p rop erty of others. Both of 
ou r cottages on the riv er b ank hav e 
b een b roken into and p ersonal p rop ­ 
erty has b een stolen. Boats and ou t­ 
b oard motors hav e b een stolen from 
ou r p rop erty on ou r riv er b ank. Last 
y ear the p rop or p rop eller was stolen 
from one of ou r ou tb oard motors, 
these p eop le will ru n ou r trou t lines 
and steal the fish from the lines. 
To p ass this b ill wou ld mean this: 
That the state of Illinois wou ld hav e 
control of ou r entire riv er front. We' 
wou ld not b e ab le to stop other p eo­ 
p le from docking their b oats on ou r 
land and u se ou r p icnic facilities. 
We intend to p rotect ou r p rop erty 
and ou r inalienab le rights as citizens 
of this state and owners of real es­ 
tate, to the ex tent of p atrolling it 
with necessary firearms. 
If this b ill p asses, it will set a 
p recedent for the fu tu re of others 
who own p rop erty , which may not b e 
on Rock Riv er. We hop e that ou r in­ 
telligent rep resentativ es who rep re­ 
sent the constitu ents who elected, 
them to office will v ote NO on this 
Scenic Riv er Bill, for it serv es no 
good p u rp ose of any kind. Please 
v ote “no” on the Scenic Riv ers Bill. 
Also, ask ou r rep resentativ es and 
senators to v ote “no.”

Capital— it’s like a new to o l 
•to so me farmers. Wisely man­ 
aged, capital can be the mo st 
impo rtant ingredient in the 
mo dern farm manager’s pro fit 
mix , states Dean Butterbaugh 
o f the Ro ck Riv er Pro ductio n 
Credit Asso ciatio n. 
Agriculture is in the midst— 
no w— o f a majo r structural 
change. That is, capital— in the 
fo rm o f do llars fo r large ma­ 
chines and new enterprise— is 
increasingly being substituted 
fo r labo r. 
Mo re and mo re we’re seeing 
inno v ativ e farm o perato rs, 
small and large, successfully 


using mo dern reco rd keeping 
and management metho ds. 
They realize the need to co ntro l 
capital and make it wo rk fo r 
them. 
“ An ex tremely useful finan­ 
cial management to o l . .. pin­ 
po inting ex actly when a farmer 
will need funds and ho w much 
he will need, is a cash flo w 
statement,” states Dr. W. S. 
Farris, agricultural eco no mist 
at Purdue Univ ersity . 
Cash flo w budgeting o r plan­ 
ning is pro bably the mo st im­ 
po rtant financial “ to o l” that a 
farmer can use to co ntro l his 
day -to -day cash activ ities and 


pro ductio n credit needs. 
The need fo r a cash flo w 
statement and go o d farm rec­ 
o rds is imperativ e, say farm fi­ 
nancial ex perts. 
What is a cash flo w state­ 
ment? 
“ A cash flo w statement is 
simply a mo nth-by -mo nth co m­ 
pariso n o f ex pected inco me and 
ex penses,” say s Dr. Farris. He 
adds, “ The discipline o f the 
cash flo w pro cedure helps 
farmers ex amine their business 
mo re clo sely , anticipate cash 
needs well in adv ance and co m­ 
municate with their so urce o f 
farm credit abo ut the financial 


needs o f the farm.” 
Three basic steps are re­ 
quired to prepare a cash flo w 
statement: 


First, estimate cash receipts 
o n a mo nthly basis fo r the y ear. 
Mo st farmers kno w when they 
plan to sell liv esto ck o r cro ps 
and this, co upled with the 
farm’s y ield histo ry and fo re­ 
casts o f cro p and liv esto ck 
prices, will giv e a guide to an­ 
ticipated gro ss receipts. 
Seco nd, est ima te cash ex pendi - 
tures fo r the y ear— also , o n a 
mo nthly basis. The prev io us 
y ear’s reco rds, plus a kno wl- 


edge o f present liv esto ck num­ 
bers, 
acreages and special 
plans fo r the upco ming y ear, 
will giv e y o u a reaso nably ac­ 
curate determinatio n o f the 
timing and co st o f ex pendi­ 
tures. 


With this info rmatio n, y o u 
are ready fo r the final step o f 
preparing a table—o r cash flo w 
statement— which, with the be­ 
ginning cash o n hand, sho ws the 
cash requirements fo r each 
mo nth. 
If y o u wo uld like to put cash 
flo w to wo rk o n y o ur farm, call 
y o ur financial adv iso r o r so urce 


o f Pro ductio n Credit. He’ll hav e 
the answers and easy -to -use 
cash flo w fo rms. 


Cash flo w budgeting— plan­ 
ning by co mpariso n o f to tal 
cash flo w in and o ut o f y o ur 
farm’s o peratio ns— pro v ides a 
way to co mbine all o f y o ur fi­ 
nancial affairs into o ne under­ 
standable repo rt.

High lev els o f farm machin­ 
ery no ise cause permanent ear 
damage in a few farmers ev ery 
day , say s Ordie Ho gsett, Uni­ 
v ersity o f Illino is Ex tensio n 
safety specialist. 
Ho gsett say s that tracto rs, 
co mbines, pickers, elev ato rs, 
dry ers, shelters, grinders, mix ­ 
ers, chain saws and ro tary po w­ 
er mo wers are so me o f the 
co mmo n no ise pro ducers o n 
mo dern farms. But he po ints 
o ut that the actual list o f o ffend­ 
ers is much lo nger. 
Ho gsett reco mmends ear 
pro tecto rs as y o ur best guard 
against no ise-induced hearing 
lo ss. Ho wev er, these dev ices 
v ary greatly in their pro tectio n 
against no ise. At least o ne co m­ 
pany no w has a headset that 
co mbines reaso nable hearing 
pro tectio n with go o d radio re­ 
ceptio n. 
Ano ther less ex pensiv e set 
has an ear plug o n o ne end o f a 


co rd and a plug that fits into the 
radio o n the o ther end. This 
co rd is small eno ugh to fit co m­ 
fo rtably under the cushio n-like 
seal o f a go o d hearing pro tec­ 
tio n headset. 
Ho gsett say s that ear plugs 
and o ther dev ices designed to 
fit in the ear are less effectiv e 
than tho se placed o v er the ear. 
And, he po ints o ut that y o u may 
get an ear infectio n unless y o u 
keep ear plugs clean. 


Altho ugh so unds y o u might 
want to hear are diminished, 
ear pro tectio n equipment wo n’t 
blo t them o ut co mpletely . In 
fact, under no isy co nditio ns, 
pro tecto rs usually impro v e 
y o ur ability to hear ano ther 
perso n’s v o ice o r radio . 
If y o u already hav e a hearing 
lo ss, y o u may find it difficult to 
understand 
co nv ersatio nal 
speech when y o u wear ear pro ­ 
tecto rs. 


appreciable amo unt o f sun­ 
shine. 
—Plant when the tempera­ 
ture at 1 p.m. reaches 55 de­ 
grees F. at the fo ur inch lev el. 
The fo ur inch lev el is suggested 
fo r the 1 p.m. measurement be­ 
cause a day o f bright sunshine 
will no t affect the temperature 
o f so il at this lev el as much as 
at the two inch lev el. 
After May 1, go ahead and 
plant when the so il is dry 
eno ugh ev en if the so il temper­ 
ature is belo w the suggested 
guidelines, Barlass say s. 
A simple rule to fo llo w is: 
Early in the seaso n plant ac­ 
co rding to so il temperature; 
later, plant by the calendar. 
One facto r aiding the trend to 
earlier planting is the high- 
quality v igo ro us seed no w 
av ailable Barlass added. When 
farmers sav ed their o wn seed 
and planted it witho ut treat­ 
ment, early planting co uld lead 
to pro blems in germinatio n and 
stand. 
It’s still po ssible to plant to o 
early , but a date that might 
hav e been o ne o r two weeks to o 
early 30 y ears ago may be ideal 
no w. 
Mo st mo dern hy brids are 
bred fo r resistance to co ld. 
They are usually v igo ro us 
eno ugh to get started ev en if 
co nditio ns are unfav o rable. 
Remember that so il tem­ 
perature data put o ut by the 
weather bureau are taken 
under so d where 
midday 
temperatures are o ften eight to 
12 degrees lo wer than tem­ 
peratures taken at the same 
depths under bare gro und.

The emphasis o n high fo o d 
co sts pro mpts many families to 
wo nder ho w their spending 
co mpares with what is co nsid­ 
ered “ av erage.” 
The U.S. Department o f Agri­ 
culture recently released a fact 
sheet 
o n 
“ Mo ney -Sav ing 
Meals” that pro v ides estimated 
co sts and suggested menus fo r 
a week. Obv io usly indiv iduals 
and fam ilies differ in the 
amo unt o f mo ney they spend 
fo r fo o d based o n perso nal v al­ 
ues, go als and av ailable re­ 
so urces. 
Ho wev er, the fo llo wing esti­ 
mated weekly fo o d co sts reflect 
U.S. av erage prices in Febru­ 
ary 197 3: y o ung co uple, $21; el­ 
derly co uple, $17 ; family o f 
fo ur, two pre-scho o l children, 
$30; family o f fo ur, two elemen­ 
tary scho o l children, $35; fami­ 
ly o f fo ur, two teen-age bo y s, 
$4 2; family o f six , two pre­ 
scho o l and two elementary 
scho o l children, $4 2; and family 
o f six , two elementary scho o l 
children and two teen-age bo y s, 
$52. 
The estimates assume that 
families buy all their fo o d and 
prepare it at ho me and that 
(hey pay prices similar to tho se 
paid by o ther families acro ss 
the co untry . 
If so me family members eat 
meals away fro m ho me, the 
fo o d bill sho uld be lo wer than 
the estimate. Also , if y o u sho p 
carefully , y o ur co sts might be 
lo wer. 
Here are so me tips o n ho w to 
eco no mize o n the fo o d budget: 
—Select the cuts and ty pes o f 
meat, po ultry and fish that pro ­ 
v ide the mo st co o ked lean fo r 
the mo ney spent. Ex amples are 
gro und beef, beef liv er, po rk 
sho ulder, who le chicken and 
turkey , and so me kinds o ffish. 
—Sev eral day s a week, serv e 
meat, po ultry o r fish at o nly o ne 
meal. At ano ther meal use 
eggs, co o ked dry beans o r peas, 


o r peanut butter, which are less 
ex pensiv e to serv e than mo st 
meats. Cheeses, especially co t­ 
tage, Swiss and American v ari­ 
eties, are also eco no mical fo o ds 
fo r main dishes. 
—Use ev apo rated and no nfat 
dry milk which are less ex pen­ 
siv e than fresh fluid milk. Or 
buy fresh fluid milk in o ne-half 
o r o ne gallo n co ntainers. Milk, 
ho me deliv ered o r fro m special 
serv ice sto res, and milk in 
smaller co ntainers usually 
co sts mo re. 
—Select v egetables and fruits 
fro m tho se that are least ex pen­ 
siv e fo r a serv ing o r fo r an 
amo unt to serv e at a family 
meal. Try lo wer priced brands, 
which may be similar in quality 
to widely kno wn pro ducts, y et 
co st less. Fresh v egetables and 
fruits, when in seaso n, are at 
their peak in quality and o ften 
are lo w in co st 
—Use cereals o r bread in 
so me fo rm at ev ery meal. Mo st 
are well liked and many are in­ 
ex pensiv e. 
Select 
who le 
grained and enriched breads 
and cereals to get y o ur mo ney ’s 
wo rth in nutrients. To eco no ­ 
mize, use breakfast cereals y o u 
co o k y o urself rather than 
ready -to -eat o nes. Also , use un­ 
sweetened cereals and tho se in 
family -size bo x es if practical. 
The USDA po ints o ut that 
many easy -to -prepare fo o ds are 
also inex pensiv e; fo r ex ample, 
instant dehy drated po tato es, 
many canned and fro zen v ege­ 
tables, fruits 
and juices; 
canned and dried so ups; no nfat 
dry milk; 
bread; 
prepared 
mix es fo r making biscuits and 
cakes; and ready -to -eat and 
“ quick” cereals. 
To beco me a skillful manager 
o f fo o d do llars takes time, ef­ 
fo rt and practice. The Lee 
Co unty Ex tensio n Office has 
av ailable many publicatio ns to 
help y o u cho o se wisely and pre­ 
pare thrifty recipes.

A leaky faucet can do mo re than 
keep y o u awake nights.

If it’s ho t water, 
each dro p adds to y o ur water- 
heating ex pense. 
Yo u can fix many leaky faucets 
y o urself. If it’s leaking fro m the 


spo ut, the pro blem is o ften a 
faulty washer that can be 
replaced A few minutes and a 
little wo rk can sav e y o u mo re 
than sleep. 
Also , y o u can cut back o n ho t 
water. In y o ur auto matic washer, 
fo r ex ample, permanent press 
items need o nly warm water.

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla.— The man looks y oung enoug h to 
be p lay ing p rofessional baseball instead of manag ing . His face is 
y outhful, if not comp ared closely to the other fuzzy -cheeked p lay ers 
who are only a coup le of y ears out of hig h school. 
Pete Ward, who g ained most of his baseball p rominence while 
with the Chicag o White Sox , was cooling off after a tense 8 -7 v ictory 
ov er the Day tona Beach Dodg ers on Ap ril 19. 
The win was one of those g ames which g o down to the last 
out after the Dodg ers were behind 6-0 in the top of the sev enth. 
But a four-run outburst in the sev enth and a trio of runs in the 
ninth offset a sing le Yankee tally to knot the g ame at 7-7 g oing 
into the bottom of the ninth frame. 
Two easy outs g av e no p remonition as to the outcome. A tall 
rig ht-hander, Estaban Tex idor, was hurling for the Dodg ers. 
Tex idor walked the nex t three Yankee batters before Jim Parkes 
whistled a line driv e to center field on a 0-2 p itch. Rafael Landestoy , 
the Dodg er centerfielder, made a div ing attemp t but the ball 
skip p ed under his g lov e for the g ame-winning hit. 
The Yankees, winners of two of three g ames in the 1973 season 
were tied for the lead of the Florida State Leag ue. Ward stated his 
; entrance into manag ing was a surp rise. “ I had no idea to quit 
(p lay ing in the majors). I wanted to keep p lay ing but then I g ot re­ 
leased. But baseball has alway s been a p art of my life and I really 
, enjoy it. 
I was a coach for a y ear and this is now my second y ear as 
a m anag er.” Ward p iloted the Fort Lauderdale team to a third- 
, 
p lace finish in the Florida State Leag ue in 1972. The 34-y ear-old 
former third baseman was born in Montreal, Canada, and 
orig inally sig ned with the Baltimore Orioles. 
After fiv e y ears in the minors top p ed by an outstanding y ear in 
" 1962 at Rochester of the International Leag ue, he was traded to the 
; White Sox as p art of the Luis Ap aricio deal. He blasted 22 home 
runs and drov e in 54 runs in his rookie season in the majors while 
' batting .295. 
' An automobile accident coup led with a p inched nerv e in his 
neck forced his early retirement after the 1970 season. At the beg in­ 
ning of his last y ear in the American Leag ue he was traded to the 
, New York Yankees and was used as a p inch hitter and utility man 
p lay ing first base, third base and the outfield.

Ward said the most difficult task facing him as a manag er 
, 
was not the decision of p ulling a starting p itcher or the choice of 
the team ’s batting order, but the task of keep ing each of the 
p lay ers hap p y . “ It’s hard to keep each of the 25 g uy s hap p y , 
esp ecially if he is not p lay ing ,” Ward stated. 
Fort Lauderdale, althoug h nicknamed the Yankees, is actually 
a combination set-up between the Yankees and the Minnesota 
Twins with the New York club sup p ly ing 13 of the p lay ers on the 
, roster while the Twins contribute a dozen. This two-team set-up can

Thro u gh the GED test, p erso n s who did n o t fin ish their fo rmal 
scho o lin g may be gran ted credit fo r the academic k n o wledge they 
hav e acq u ired in life simp ly by bein g tested. They do n o t hav e to go 
thro u gh the class wo rk an d academic ro u tin e n o rmally asso ciated 
with high scho o l stu dy . The certificates are issu ed by the su p erin ­ 
ten den t o f p u blic in stru ctio n in Illin o is. 
The p u rp o se o f the GED p ro gram is to help su ch p eo p le as a 19- 
y ear-o ld dro p o u t who wan ts to go to co llege, a 2 5-y ear-o ld wo rk er 
who wishes to q u alify fo r a p ro mo tio n in his field o f wo rk , an d a 50- 
y ear-o ld ho u sewife who se children are n o w gro wn an d who n o w 
wan ts to resu me her edu catio n o r her career. To be eligible fo r this 
ex am, an in div idu al mu st be 19 y ears o ld o r o u t o f scho o l fo r at least 
o n e y ear. 
These eq u iv alen cy certificates are o fficial do cu men ts that are 
accep ted by bu sin ess an d in du stry , civ il serv ice co mmissio n s, ap ­ 
p ren ticeship train in g p ro grams, co lleges, an d state licen sin g 
bo ards as meetin g high scho o l gradu atio n req u iremen ts.

The staff of the Sauk Valley College Library and Learning Re­ 
source Center is planning to embark on a new project this summer 
that should be of interest to everyone in the Rock River Valley. 
That project is the development of a collection of local history and 
memorabilia about the SVC community. 
During the past 7 years members of the SVC Learning Re­ 
source Center staff have understandably devoted most of their 
energies to building a collection of books, recordings, film strips 
and other instructional items intended to meet the needs of our stu­ 
dents and support the instructional activities of the college. Two 
years ago we opeqed the learning resource center to all residents of 
the Sauk Valley College community by making a library card 
available for a token fee. Students and faculty members from area 
schools have increasingly made use of our facility— and we like 
this. All of these activities are evidence of us doing our job to serve 
the college and the community. 
Despite our record of service noted above, we want to continue 
to examine new ways of making contributions not only to our stu­ 
dents and staff but to the SVC community at large. If we are to be­ 
come a “complete resource center,” what better way to round out 
the picture than to develop a collection of materials relating to the 
history of our area? 


The college, located as it is on historic Rock River, is the cen­ 
tral hub of a vast geographical area known as the SVC community

Valley area to unacknowledged and neglected items lying in an at­ 
tic or basement. Wouldn’t it be wonderful to collect and preserve 
these items for future generations to use and enjoy? At the college 
such material could be cataloged, kept under good security, and 
made available to all on call. 
During the past few years the college library has made a start 
on collections of old books. Last year we received through dona­ 
tions some items that may form the nucleus of a fine archives col­ 
lection. Among these items is a collection of nine oversized, leath­ 
er-bound albums of prints of the Rock River Valley. These pictures, 
dated at the turn of the century, offer a nostalgic view of yester­ 
year. Other material acquired by the college includes an early his­ 
tory of Lee County, a written record of the Banditti of the Prairie, 
and a unique history of John Deere, a man who forged his way into 
history in the SVC community.

environmental design, is open 
to everyone and carries no 
prerequisites. However, its 
content 
is particularly per­ 


tinent for interested citizens 
and local governmental of­ 
ficials who deal with zoning, 
planning and development, and 
land usage. 
While course emphasis is on 
aesthetic quality, many other 
perspectives are examined to 
increase 
the 
stu d en t’s 
aw areness and 
to clarify 
problems. General investiga­ 
tions of design and planning 
methods, along with trends and 
criteria, are balanced by the 
study of specific issues per­ 
taining to Lee, Ogle and White­ 
side Counties. 


Existing local priorities are 
reviewed in relation to their 
im plicit values, and local 
zoning trends are tied to na­ 
tural factors. The eight-week 
summer session class, which 
will involve some field work, 
will meet on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 
10:30 a.m. 
until 1.15 p.m. 


It is from this beginning that I hope we can build an archive of 
local history and interest that the whole area can appreciate and 
enjoy. But to do this, we need the help of area citizens. Do you have 
anything to offer?

Updated history course has local focus 


Fo r ex ample, what is the his­ 
to rical backgro und that relates 
to the current Wo unded Knee 
pro blem and the takeo v er o f 
the Bureau o f Indian Affairs 
building? What in o ur past re­ 
lates to United Natio ns inv o lv e­ 
ment with the Panama Canal in 
March o f 19 73 , o r what has been 
the backgro und to the Ameri­ 
can co mmitment in Viet Nam? 
The answers to these and o ther 
current pro blems are no t al­ 
way s fo und in the past, but o ur 
ability to so lv e these pro blems 
is enhanced if we understand 
the histo ry o f the pro blem. 
Beginning this summer, stu­ 
dents enro lled in 41‘American 
Histo ry Since 1877” (HIS 222) 
will be using a new bo o k o f 
readings. This bo o k co ntains 
articles taken fro m current his­ 
to ries, magazines and newspa­ 
pers. The articles deal with a 
histo rical to pic o r pro blem and 


lin k it to American life in 
19 7 3. 
A few o f th e articles are as fo l­ 
lo ws: 
“ Tecumseh: The First Ad­ 
v o cate o f Red Po wer,” “ Be­ 
fo re Pearl Harbo r,” “ What if 
Hiro shima Nev er Happened? 
“ Negro So ldiers in the Civ il 
War” and “ Susan B. An­ 
tho ny : The Wo man Who 
Changed the Mind o f a Na­ 
tio n.” 
The student will find that 
many ‘‘fo rgo tten gro ups” that 
hav e no t been giv en a large ro le 
in mainstream American his­ 
to ry up to no w are subject areas 
that will be ex amined with in­ 
tensity in the co urse this sum­ 
mer. An ex ample is the Ameri­ 
can wo man and her co ntribu­ 
tio ns to histo ry , which are 
ex emplified by J ane Addams 
and her settlement wo rk, by 
Do ro thea Dix and the mentally 
ill, by Mary Rickerdy ke and the 


Civ il War and by the Grimke 
sisters, Susan B. Antho ny , 
Frances Willard and o thers in 
the crusade fo r ‘‘wo man’s 
rights.” A seco nd to pic area is 
“ Black Histo ry ” and its co n­ 
nectio n 
with 
mainstream 
American histo ry . A third is the 
American immigrant and the 
histo ry o f American immigra­ 
tio n changes. 
It is fo rtunate that Sauk Val­ 
ley Co llege is lo cated geo graph­ 
ically in Illino is in the sense 
that almo st ev ery natio nal 
pro blem, mo v ement, trend o r 
happening can be reflected o r 
fo und in o ur state. By fo cusing 
o n o ur regio nal area, we can 
understand natio nal pro blems 
thro ugh mo re familiar settings. 
Illino is has had slav ery co nnec­ 
tio ns, but was also a state 
where abo litio nists held fo rth. 
Bo th so uthern and no rthern im- 
‘ 
’ into Illino is as 


well as rep resen tativ es o f 
Eu ro p ean eth n ic g ro u p s, esp e­ 
cially after 1885. 


American techno lo gy had its 
Illino is 
co nnectio ns 
fro m 
Deere’s self-sco uring steel plo w 
to Dury ea’s auto mo bile and 
Chanute’s aero nautical ex peri­ 


mentatio n. If histo ry to y o u has 
appeared dry , no n-relev ant and 
steeped in the past, try ‘‘Ameri­ 
can Histo ry Since 1877” this 
summer at Sauk. It has been 
geared to the 19 70s. 


Ano ther interesting histo ry 
o ffering this summer at SVC is 
“ Illino is Histo ry ” (HIS 210), 
which will be taught o n Tues-’ 
day and Thursday ev enings 
fro m 7 to 10p.m. in ro o m 2M7. A 
new readable tex t, an interest­ 
ing histo rical subject that is 
brand new to mo st peo ple, will 
highlight this co urse. Fo r ex ­ 
ample, the English co lo nial his­ 
to ry o f the o riginal American 
co lo nies and later states is fa­ 
miliar to us all. But the co lo nial 
past o f o ur o wn midwestern 
area is generally unkno wn to 
mo st perso ns liv ing in Illino is. 
This, in fact, will be o ne o f the 
co urse to pics since this sum­ 
mer will mark the 3 00th anni­ 
v ersary o f the French in Illino is 
co untry . An auspicio us time to 
co nsider the beginnings o f Il­ 
lino is.

o utside the cultural main­ 
stream, the status o f slav ery in 
free Illino is, and Chicago and 
its histo rical leadership in ar­ 
chitecture and writing are but a 
few o f the aspects o f o ur state 
that will be ex amined this sum­ 
mer in “ Illino is Histo ry .” 
This co urse will be o f v alue to 
the camper and o utdo o r enthus­ 
iast who wo uld like ideas fo r lo ­ 
cal to urs; to the newly graduat­ 
ed student who wo uld like to try 
o ut a co urse in the summer be­ 
fo re enro lling full-time in co l­ 
lege this September; and to the 
current co llege student who 
wo uld like to pick up credits in 
the summer by taking a class 
that he o r she has no t been able 
to fit in during the regular y ear.

New Bl ack l iterature course

A new three-credit ho ur hu­ 
manities co urse entitled “ Black 
American Literature” (ENG 
215 ) will be taught fo r the first 
time at Sauk Valley Co llege this 
summer fro m 10:3 0 a.m. until 
11:45 a.m. Mo nday thro ugh 
Thursday . 
As described in the co llege 
catalo g, the eight-week co urse 
will be “ a chro no ligically o r­ 
ganized intro ductio n attempt­ 
ing to dev elo p an understanding • 
o f the twentieth century Black 
American, his life and culture, 
as rev ealed in significant black 
literary figures and in their 
achiev ements.” 
To establish a histo rical per­ 
spectiv e, class instructio n will 
intro duce such pre-twentieth 


century writers as Phy llis 
Wheatley , an American Rev o ­ 
lutio nary perio d po etess, and 
William Wells Bro wn, the au­ 
tho r o f Clo tel, o ne o f the earliest 
Black American No v els. 


Twentieth century readings 
fo r “ Black American Litera­ 
ture” will include Marro w o f 
Traditio n, a fictio nal acco unt o f 
an early so uthern race rio t de­ 
picted by a turn-o f-the-century 
no v elist, Charles Waddell Ches- 
nutt. 
Also analy zed will be the po ­ 
etry o f Claude McKay and the 
no v el, Cane, by J ean To o mer. 
Bo th writers are significant in 
the 19 20’s mo v ement kno wn as 
the Harlem Renaissance. The 
ev ents and perso nages o f this 
era riv al the mo re frequently 


reco rded white jazz age bo th in 
co lo r and ex citement. 
Fro m the y ears beween the 
Wo rld Wars and sho rtly there­ 
after co me Richard Wright’s 
Nativ e So n and Ralph Elliso n’s 
Inv isible Man, still acclaimed 
as the mo st impo rtant wo rk in 
mo dern Black fictio n. 
Mo re recent material to be 
studied is the po etry o f Illino is 
po et 
laureate, 
Gwendo ly n 
Bro o ks; the drama o f ev er-co n­ 
tro v ersial Black natio nalist Im­ 
amu Amiri Baraka (Lero i 
J o nes); and the Auto bio graphy 
o f Malco lm X, slain Black Mus­ 
lim leader. 
Final readings will be the au­ 
to bio graphical no v el, Go Tell It 
o n the Mo untain, by J ames 
Baldwin and the mo re recent 
J o hn A. Williams' The Man 


Who Cried I Am—a startling 
fictio nal acco unt o f an Ameri­ 
can go v ernment plan fo r in­ 
ternment o f all kno wn Black 
radicals. 


Instructo r fo r the co urse is 
Ro bert Tho mas, asso ciate li­ 
brarian at Sauk Valley Co llege. 
Tho mas, who has an under­ 
graduate majo r in English and 
a master’s degree in library 
science, has also co mpleted ad­ 
ditio nal graduate study in 
Black American literature. 
During the summer sessio n, 
Tho mas will also teach “ Chil­ 
dren’s Literature” (LIB 221), 
which is also a three semeste^ 
ho ur co urse.

There are a n u mber o f thin gs 
recen tly hap p en in g in Washin g­ 
to n , D.C., which hav e had dra­ 
matic effects u p o n ev ery v eter­ 
an atten din g co llege. 
Last fall legislatio n was en ­ 
acted to in crease v eteran s’ 
ben efits o n an av erage o f ap ­ 
p ro x imately 27 p er cen t. Veter­ 
an s are n o w receiv in g the ben e­ 
fits o f this n ew legislatio n . 
Ho wev er, man y o f the p ro ­ 
grams which are n o w law an d 
which hav e been fu n ded by 
Co n gress, hav e n o t y et been im­ 
p lemen ted becau se o f the im­ 
p o u n dmen t o f these fu n ds by 
Ihe Nix o n admin istratio n . 
The go v ern men t, ho wev er, is 
p articip atin g in the tu to rial 


p ro gram fo r v eteran s who are 
en ro lled fo r at least six ho u rs, 
an d ex p erien cin g difficu lty 
with their co u rses. Veteran s o n 
this p ro gram will be p aid u p to 
$50 p er mo n th fo r a max imu m 
o f n in e mo n ths fo r a to tal o f n o 
mo re than $450 du rin g their co l­ 
lege career. 


Man y v eteran s are n o t aware 
o f a p ro gram fo r the edu catio n 
o f disadv an taged v eteran s. A 
v eteran who is tak in g co u rses 
that are belo w co llege lev el— 
n amely co u rses in SVC’s dev el­ 
o p men tal cu rricu lu n ^—is eligi­ 
ble to receiv e fu ll-time Ben efits 
which are n o t charged again st 
his basic en titlemen t o f 36 
mo n ths. It is also p o ssible fo r a 
v eteran to tak e six ho u rs— 


three ho u rs o f regu lar co llege 
lev el co u rses an d three ho u rs o f 
dev elo p men tal 
co u rses—an d 
o n ly be charged half-time u s­ 
age again st his en titlemen t 
ev en tho u gh he is receiv in g fu ll­ 
time ben efits. Fo r this reaso n 
it’s imp o rtan t fo r v eteran s to 
in fo rm the Office o f Fin an cial 
Aids o f an y dev elo p men tal 
co u rses they are tak in g so 
p ro p er certificatio n can be 
made. 
I am su re mo st v eteran s hav e 
heard abo u t the early p ay men t 
p lan started by the Veteran s 
Admin istratio n in the fall o f 
1 9 7 2 . Un der this p ro gram, the 
v eteran is p aid in adv an ce rath­ 
er than hav in g to wait u n til the 
en d o f the mo n th to receiv e his 
check .

v eteran who is retu rn in g to 
Sau k Valley Co llege o n a fu ll o r 
p art-time basis may be certi­ 
fied by the Office o f Fin an cial 
Aids in time to hav e a check 
waitin g fo r him p rio r to the 
p ay men t o f fees.
